TRABUCO CANYON, CAL., Dec. 10, 
1972 — Sammy Miller is just incredible! 
That is the only way he can be 
described as he put on one hell of a 
show today at the Third Annual El Trial 
de Espana held at Escape Country. 

But don’t make any mistake about it. 
This was no cake walk for Mister Miller 
as two of California’s top riders were 
hot on his tail in the standings all during 
the day to make it an interesting battle 
right down to the last few sections. 

Those two California riders who were 
pressing Miller were Lane Leavitt from 
up north and San Diego resident 
Richard Bledsoe. All three riders were 
Bultaco mounted which definitely says 
good things about the new 350 Sherpa 
of 


In fact, the scoring was so close that 
after the three regular loops in the 
morning, Leavitt actually held a one 
point lead going in the afternoon’s 
competition. The outcome was very 
much in doubt all through the last 
eighteen “exhibition sections” until 
Leavitt crashed while going over an 
extremely difficult mud-covered log; 
received five and broke a pair of

took advantage of it to pull out a 
well-deserved 11 point victory over 
Leavitt, 34 points to 45. 

Richard Bledsoe finished with a 
super score of 46 to fill out the Bultaco 
sweep. With his performance today, 
Bledsoe sewed up the SCTA’s number 
one plate for the second straight year. 

Fourth place Master with 54 points 
was Canadian Champ, John Ranger, 
who rides a Kawasaki 250 mounted in a 
Sammy Miller frame. That bike is really 
sanitary with a yellow and black 
fiberglass tank/seat and the way Ranger 
rides it is something to behold. 

This year’s El Trial de Espana was by 
far the most successful and well run 
English Trials event every held in this 
country. The actual competing riders 
numbered very close to 300 and the 
spectators on hand to observe the 
difficult and sometimes very muddy 
sections were up in the neighborhood of 
2000. And that was 2000 people who 
didn’t leave until every rider had 
completed his riding for the day. 

With the proceeds of the event being 
used to send the best Southern 
California Trials riders to Europe to 
compete, there probably will be no

Trials stars of Europe. 

Expert Trialer Bernie Schreiber took 
the top spot in his class with loop scores 
of 22, 19 and 15 points for a total of 
56. Bernie really deserves to be moved 
up to the Master class very soon as there 
is nobody who tries harder to improve 
himself than Bernie. This Expert class is 
really an all out battle between 
Schreiber, Elmer Norman, and Jim 
Laudeman. Norman took second today 
with a 62 and Laudeman was third with 
an 89. : 

Speaking of moving up in class, there 
are a few Amateurs who are just about 
due to go up to Expert. They are Steve 
Graham, Mike Griffitts and Guy 
VanGaasbeek. Today they finished in 
just that order with respective scores of 
15, 18 and 19 points. All three of these 
guys have been consistently high 
finishers in the past few months and 
continually show flashes of brilliance 
that practice and experience will 
improve. 

At the awards ceremony, Marland 
Whaley walked off with the biggest 
trophy in creation for -being the 
outstanding young rider of the year. It 
is an award that is well-deserved as he 
has put it to the established riders time

AND IF YOU CHANGE THE 


WHEEL RADIUS... 

Lane Campbell’s recent article on 
fast road riding was interesting but, as 
I’m sure you’re aware, it contains many 
simplifying assumptions. One of these, 
which is important enough to be 
pointed out, is the effect of cornering 
forces on ground clearance. 

The net force tending to compress 
the suspension is the vector sum of the 


forces F and W shown in Figure 3. This 
sum is equal to V F2 + W2, so that if 


. the rider is cornering on a horizontal 


surface with 1 g lateral acceleration, the 
force compressing the suspension is 
approximately 1.4 times W, Since the 
c.g. of the bike-rider combination is 
probably not midway- between the 
points of contact of the wheels, this 
force will not be evenly distributed 
between the front and rear suspension. 
This partially helps to explain why a 
bike can’t be leaned over as far when 
actually cornering as it can when at rest. 
The resulting change in geometry ‘caused 
by suspension compression also affects 
the stability while cornering. 

It will appear that mathematical 


- modeling of motorcycle dynamics could 


be a useful tool to aid in development. 
This is used extensively jin the 
development of both race and 
production cars. If any readers are

TRIPES’ WRENCH TELLS WHY 

In direct reply to a comment made 
by Pete Shick (Manager of Team 
Yamaha) to the news media, I wouid 
like to bring out to the public the 
reason why Marty Tripes has ended his 
contract with Yamaha. Marty was hired 
with the idea that he, the team riders, 
and his mechanic were to work to 


improve and promote the Yamaha 
motorcycles. The substance of this 
letter will illustrate what kind of 


working situation there was between 
factory and rider. 

Before the Carlsbad Hang Ten 
Trans-Am, Pete Shick called and told 
Marty he was to ride the 250 Support 
class. The 250 Marty was told to ride 
was part stock,-part YZ. The barrel was 
a ported DT-2 MX with a reworked 
DT-2 MX piston. The reason we had to 
use that barrel was, the YZ barrel we 
had to use was one Marty had put many 
hard_hours on. There was .004 wear on 
the barrel. The piston Yamaha sent was 
a used one, and .003 undersized. This 
was not a reliable combination for any 
amount of horsepower. The bike 
blew-up during practice, the morning of 
the Carlsbad Trans-Am. Since Marty had 
an extensively prepared, ready to race 
360 at his home, he decided he would 
race it in the International class. 

Marty was still disappointed because 
his 250 blew up, but he had his 360 
there, and was signed up for the 
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race, and he himself was prepared 
mentally and physically to race. At the 
beginning of practice, Marty was 
informed by Pete Shick that he was to 
race the 250 Support class. He was 
already entered in the International 
class. Since Marty’s 250 had blown up, 
instead of letting him go ahead and race 
his 360, he was forced to ride a worn 
out 250. The same one Torsten Hallman 
rode during the summer Inter-Am series, 
then passed on to Dewayne Jones as a 
practice bike. It had not been properly: 
maintained as in the case with most 
practice bikes during the series. Here is a 
list of some of the things that made the 
bike unreliable to ride, much less race. 
To begin with, the whole bike was wom 
out, it had a busted air box, worn out 
chain, the motor mounts were horribly 
worn out, the pipe was broken, and 
there was excessive piston clearance 
(this alone made the bike unreliable). 
Marty told Pete Shick he did not want 
to ride in the 250 Support class when he 
and his 360 were very capable of 
running in the top 10 in the 
International class. (Marty proved that 
at Livermore, and Saddleback on a 
factory CZ.) 

Marty was so upset and frustrated 
(because there was nothing he could do 
about the change), he lost his 
competitive spirt. But due to the fact 
that he was a factory rider, he went out 
and gave his 100%. Marty stroked the 
qualifying moto (he wasn’t sure what , 
the bike was capable of), and he had to 
make the main. An example of how 
much effort he put into his riding; in 
the first moto he was pulled horribly 
and passed riders going down the hill. 
That takes a lot of skill. Local riders 
were beating him for four and five laps. 
A factory bike is expected to run better 
than a privately entered bike. i 

In the second moto, Marty was 
fourth into the first turn, shortly 
thereafter (about two and one-half laps) 
the chain came adrift. Marty worked up 
to the lead, but lost it due to the fact 
that the motor mounts and swing arm 
bushing were loose. With these two 
things moving opposite directions, the 
chain was yanked off the sprocket. 
Marty DNF’ed. When Marty came back 
to the pits a new chain was put on to 
alleviate the problems. But the motor 
mounts and swing arm bushing were 
irreparable. S 

In the third moto, Marty was 18th 
into the first corner. He worked from 
18th to second. With two laps to go, if 
he would have a little more horsepower, 
he could have finished first. Instead he 
finished second. 

Meanwhile, a fully prepared 360 
Yamaha was sitting unused in Marty’s 
pits. If Yamaha wanted a sure win in the 
Support class, why wasn’t Marty given a 
bike that was capable of doing it? Marty 
was told he would finish the series on a 
250. Pete Shick told Marty “Y ou ride 
the 250 or nothing”. Marty answered, 
“I guess I’m not riding anything”. 

Four days later Marty received a 
letter saying he was off the team 
because of hair, attitude, no production, 
etc. Since then Marty seems tọ be 
producing rather well for CZ.

It seems to be a little like sand, a 
little like mud and a little like wax 
paper. But it’s really not any of these 
things, snow riding is an experience in 
itself. 

Riding in the snow is fun and good 
for a few laughs, especially if you take 
time out to watch your friends as they 
try to pick the best line through the 
snow. We ran into two types of snow, 
icy snow and powder snow. If you try 
riding on the icy snow, you can’t make 
any fast or radical moves or hit your 
brakes hard. If you do you will find 
yourself out of shape, but you are 
already out of shape because you tried 
riding on it in the first place. If you try 
to put your foot down to balance 
yourself, you will find that your foot 
will just slide out from under you and 
the next thing you'll find is yourself on 
the ground which is rather cold. Trying

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to pick yourself and your bike up is a 
major project at times like this. 

Powder snow on the other hand is a 
lot nicer to ride in except you don’t 
know what is under the snow and you 
usually find out the hard way, by 
running straight into it and finding 
yourself on the ground again. If you are 
climbing a hill it is similar to going up a 
sand hill, you have to get a good run at 
it or you will find yourself halfway up 
the hill spinning the back tire. 

If someone were to go out and 
practice riding in the snow they would 
most likely become very good at it, but 
it would take all the fun out of snow 
riding if you could do it gracefully. 
Anyway, there isn’t much call for snow 
riders these days. 

Other then the frostbike you get in 
your fingers and toes and the smell of 
zonr clutch burning up, snow riding is 
un.

Back in July we tested Yamaha's 
1972 250cc offering, the DS-7. We were 
so impressed with the performance, 
handling, braking, and reliability of the 
machine; that when a friend said that he 
wanted to buy a machine of that 
displacement range, we steered him 
toward the. DS-7. The 1973 Yamaha 
250 is designated the RD-250, and when 
we received ours we tured to our 
friend’s DS-7 for comparison. 

The two most important changes 
incorporated in the new 250 Yammie 
are reed valves and a six. speed 
transmission. Yamaha has used reed 
valves in its dirt bikes with an eye on 
improving low end power. They call the 
reed valve system ‘torque induction”, 
but in the new RD-250, “torque 
reduction” would be a more appropriate 
title. With the reeds and the new 
seven-port cylinders (the DS-7 has five 
ports), the machine is much peakier. It 
is down on power to the DS-7 up to 
about 4000 RPM; they are about 
equally potent between four and. six and 
a half thousand; but at about six-five, 
the RD-250 really comes on, and has 
more power right on up to its 8,300 
RPM red line, which is 300 RPM higher 
than last year. 

The six speed box is a nice addition 
for road racy types who like to shift a 
lot, It also helps the peaky RD-250 get 
off the line without too much clutch 
slipping, and it closes the gap between 
first and second which is useful with the 
narrow power band, It also gives you a 
choice of about three gears in normal 
use. The only time you need a six speed 
is when you are flogging down a 
mountain road or when leaving a stop 
light. The peakiness is most apparent 
when pulling away from a stop. 

The other noticeable changes in the 
RD-250 are a complete restyling. The 
front end has been re-thought, and has 
gotten different looking forks, a new 
fender arrangement, and a dash-board 
type of instrument panel. In the 
dash-board is one of Yamaha’s new 
safety. features. It is a light that 
indicates that the brake light is on. It 
tells you that the brake filáment is 
burned out or, as happened to us, that 
one of the switches isn’t working. 
Another good idea along this line would 
be a light that came on when your 
taillight wasn’t working; it might keep 
somebody from getting rear-ended. One 
of the styling addendas is a chrome 
cover on the bottom of the triple clamp, 
an item which was obviously inspired by 
Harley-Davidson’s Sportster. 

. The tank has received a new paint 
scheme. and the side panels have been 


“restyled. We didn’t like the old chrome 


accent pieces on them, but we like the 
false louvres even less. Fake louvres have 
been around on bikes for a while, and 
we never liked them. These are 
particularly obnoxious because they 
seem more Detroit-inspired than any 
others we have encountered and because 
one fell off. 

The seat has gotten a covering with 
more “grain” and the rear fender has 
gotten an extra wrinkle. Another change 
is the exhaust system which has been 
made two piece, a change which runs 
against current trends. It seems to be an 
unfortunate change, too, because the 
right pipe on ours leaked at the 
pipe-muffler joint. 

The first thing we discovered when 
we received the machine was that it 
wouldn’t start. We were aided by a 
member of U.S. Suzuki's service 
department who happened to be picking 
up his paper. Even after he got it 
running, it had this rather unpleasant 
habit of fouling plugs. In fact, it was 
ridden. home that evening on one 
cylinder. A 

Eventually, we discovered that the 
starting plunger wasn’t seating. Some 
tomfoolery solved that problem, but it 
still persisted in fouling plugs 
occasionally when cold. It could be that 
there was still something amiss with our 
machine, but a thorough check out by 
our resident wrench revealed nothing. _ 

The RD-250’s engine had one more 
unpleasant characteristic. It gave out a 
piercing shriek at freeway speeds. This 
was probably due to the reeds, as the 
whole sound of the machine was 
different than the DS-7. 

Because of the peakiness, the plug 
fouling, and the ear-twisting shriek, we 
feel that the DS-7 engine was preferable. 
The RD engine will suit those interested 
in competition, either formal or 
informal, better than the five port 
version. Ideally, however, we would like 
to see the old engine coupled to the six 
speed transmission. 

In other areas the RD-250 shines, In 
our DS-7 test we said that Yamaha was 
expected to install a disc on their 250 as 
they have on their 350. They didn’t, 
and it is for the better. The drum on the 
RD-250 is better than a disc. It has all 
the power that one could ask for and 
has excellent feel. It is also lighter than 
a disc. Its only disadvantage is that it 
may require a shade more maintenance. 

The suspension has been beefed up a 
hair. The added stiffness hasn’t hurt the 
ride characteristics any, and it offers 
slightly more clearance when cornering. 
Ground clearance was a problem with 
the DS-7. There still is a trace of high 
speed oscillation during comering at 
near the century mark. The friction

steering dampener is gone (as. on the 
Hondas) which should indicate that 
Yamaha has a good deal of faith in their 


frame and suspension, As on the DS-7, 
the frame is the same pattern as the 
Yamaha road racers.

New in the detail department are 
locks on everything. The seat, gas cap, 
forks, and ignition all use the same key 
— an improvement over the DS-7 which 
had two keys. 

Change is not always for the better, 
The motorcycle industry has gotten to 
the point where every new year must be 
accompanied by a new model for each 
displacement category throughout the 
line. Since the motorcycling public is 
generally knowledgeable, the industry 
tries to provide technical innovations 
with each year. In the case of the 250 
Yamaha engine, well enough should 
have been left alone. The rest of the 
package is as good or better than 
previous models, but the engine while a 
good unit in many respects is not as 
good, except for the buyer interested 
primarily in power, as the previous 
models.

This time he beat 
everybody, and fulfilled his season-long 
quest to defeat Preston Gerber in a 
cross-crounty race. Peter usually rides a 
Penton, but he had ignition troubles in 
pre-race practice, so he got on a new 
125 Husky with no waterproofing over 
stock and littler other preparation, and 
did it to everybody. 

Second to the wire was Open Husky 
rider Cal Crosby, who put a lot of effort 
into learning the course and conditions 
the day before. Gerber was third on a 
Bul, and fourth was Cotton Guio, a 
name that would turn up a week later 
(not too bad) in the Barstow to Vegas 
results. 

The 250 class went to Honda rider 
Dave Spencer, a non-flashy rider who 
comes through when the going gets 
tough. Tony Jacobs reigned on as king 
of the 200’s, but this is the second cross 
country in a row where he has trailed 
Wayne Spencer until Spencer stopped to 
fiddle around, letting Tony sneak by. 
Both ride Pentons. 

The 100s went to LaMar Walker, a 
familiar name in that class, who 
sometimes forsakes his Hodaka to try 
out a big Husky, and does will on cither. 
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division moto from end to start. Ron 
Ely had to take the lead from Darryl 
Berry in the other two motos, Ron got 
the overall with Ron Russell taking 
second, 

Stacy Sales won the first and last 
moto in the 300 A division, but this was 
only good enough for second overall. 
John Bissell with a Ist, 2nd and 3rd 
placed first. Danny Dowdy came in first 
in the first two motos in the 300 B, 
then Donald Dowdy won the last one. 
Dan got the overall followed by Randy 
Duvall. The finish of the 300 B first 
moto caused quite a bit of discussion 
because the wrong rider got the 
checkered flag. With the muddy 
conditions the people on the line could 
not tell the riders apart. The 
scorekeepers however, had the facts. 

James Barrett was the only rider to 
lead any laps in the Open Junior and, of 
course, took overall.

Resplendent in super white togs and 
perched on a non-sponsored collection 
of slightly modified dirt bikes, John 
“Cowboy” Brower rode into town with 
his Wild West thrill show. Squinting in 
the deset sun, “Cowboy” wheelied his 
Harley down the dragstrip while tall 
brother Billy stood on his Yammie seat 
at 45 MPH. Billy’s steering was courtesy 
of Body English — this is the bike that 
Cowboy took to the Riverside Grand 
Prix (Check the results!). 

Cowboy came on down to Phoenix, 
Arizona when Lake Tahoe froze over a 
few years back. He rode a Brahma bull 
or two, recorded a couple of Johnny 
Cowboy songs, but never really dug the 
bike thing until he noticed that riding 
his Yamaha for bull-riding practice (A 
new use for stock shocks.) could be 
more than just rodeo training. 

Tucson Dragway’s Bob Huff, a 
transplanted West Virginia mountaineer 
who believed in Evel Knievel when only 
the police and Bob knew who he was, is 
shepherding Cowboy’s block through its 
southwest wanderings, as the Bud 
Ekins-trained stuntman builds a 
Standing Room Only following. 

While Cowboy’s boots were still hot 
from the tunnel of fire (and the charred 
flesh on his wrists was still smoking), 
young Billy stepped off the humping 
Harley and blasted through two ‘fire 
walls on a steel skid plate strapped to 
the seat of his leathers. The angular 
daredevil could have used some of the 
boiler plate on his shoulder blades and 
helmet, as a rough spot in the track set 





him sideways between the walls. 

Sparks, smoke, fire, and a human 
body crashing through a pair of wooden 
fences. And now an outasight chick 
bringing Women’s Lib to ramp riding. 

Debbie Lawler, who rides in the 
desert to maintain her model’s figure, is 
a veteran motocrosser at 18 and now a 
year later all up in the air as the first 
female bike flyer. She hits the ramp at a 
steady 35 MPH, rocks up on the pegs, 
treads on wood 75 feet later, then waves 
to the huge crowd with all the grace a 
senior teenage contains. 

All this was somewhat unbelievably 
done astride a stock 370 AJS with that 
temperamental Amal and those fragile 
Girlings some of the press guys can’t 


stand. Debbie was cool, cooler than old_ 


rodeo man, Cowboy, who went through 
a pack of smokes watching his pretty 
protege make the first female 
ramp-to-ramp exhibition. This zappo 
combination started out with a chance 
conversation at a mutual friend’s 
wedding, but stranger things have 
happened. 

Then the grand finale, as Cowboy 
bumps his trusty AJay to life, hauls up 
to the steep ramp and explodes through 
the burning wall of wood at the peak of 
his flight between the ramps, then 
gently touches the Buz-torqued wheels a 
hundred feet away from his takeoff 
point. 

Happy Days — the Cowboy Brower 
Motorcycle Rodeo Show is off and 
bucking, with a pair of down-home 
stuntment and darling Daring Debbie 
Lawler putting on an hour of solid 
entertainment.

Both of 
these young men have recently 
transferred to the Expert class, and 
although neither is in a position to take 
the Heavyweight’ crown this season, 
both are promising talent and rode 
today like they were after number one. 

Most surprising of today’s rides was 
the one turned in by Dean Modesett. 
Still an Amateur, Dean rode his heart 
out to bring his 125 DKW through the

Before the race Todd said, “All I want 
to do today is finish,” but in the heat of 
the race he forgot all about that and 
rode to win, finishing fifth overall and 
first 500 Expert. 

Mike Patrick rode his 250 Yamaha in 
at sixth overall today quipping “I just 
can’t, make up my mind.” Mike is 
number 10 on the 360 Yam and 
Number 41X on the 250. 

About the time Neil Christman 
piloted his 175 Puch in for seventh 
overall and second Division II 
Lightweight Amateur, spectators began 
to get the idea that the course was really 
small bike country. Neil put in a good 
ride, being pressed from behind by Wes 
Anderson, Jr. (CZ) who always spends 
his leave from the army racing desert. I 
heard somebody tell Wes that he had 
retained his’3X plate and could take it 
to Korea with him next month and hang 
it in the barracks, 

Jim Sumners (Hus) and Floyd Burke, 
Jr. (Kaw) diced it out for fifth 250 
Expert, with Jim coming in first by a 
knobby. 

Larry Roeseler (CZ) was first 250 
Amateur today. Larry usually rides 
number four Trailbike, but switched to 
the 250 today and, as is standard 
practice when you move to a larger 
displacement machine, was bumped 
back to Amateur until the steward has a 
chance to see how he handles the larger 
bike. Larry said the whoopers were 





“this high,” holding his hand at 
shoulder level, and that there was “Too 
many sand washes.” Other than that he 
really like the course, although he, along 
with about 100 other people, wasn’t 
too happy with Desert Knights’ lousy 
weather. (It was snowing at check two).

On Politics and Motorcycles 

In my last column we established, I 
hope, two principles. 1.) Motorcyclists 
are not necessarily apolitical. They can 
and will become involved in the political 
process under certain conditions. 
2.) The fact that a particular candidate 
is committed to motorcycles is not 
enough to induce people to vote for him 
and certainly not sufficient to get 
people to work for him. 

From that last statement I think-we 
can go one step further and state that, 
except in very rare cases, the issue of 
motorcycles is not going to persuade 
people to get out and work in the 
political arena at all. There are a few 
people who work in the political arena 
who are primarily committed to 
motorcyclists, but most of these are 
basically non-partisan. 

The people who are likely to help 
candidates and thereby make friends for 
motorcyclists are people who have an 
interest in politics on a more general 
level and thus can combine two interests 
in a productive effort. 

You can .rate a person’s political 
activity potential on a scale of zero to 
10. At the zero level is the person who 
changes the topic when the conversation 
becomes even vaguely political. At the 
two level is the person who might give a 
$5 donation or an hour or two of time, 
At the 10 level is the person who 
becomes so enthusiastic that he quits his 
job and starves his family to help a 
candidate in whom he believes. 

It doesn’t do much good to become 
self-righteous and try to convince 
people that they should “do more.” On 
the contrary, it’s self defeating. The 
person who is preached at generally 
tunes you out. The trick is to be able to 
make an accurate evaluation of the 
person’s position on the activity scale 
and then utilize whatever he is naturally 
inclined to give in the most efficient 
possible manner. 

Someplace around activity level six 
are the self starters, the people who can 
get an idea for something constructive 
and get out and do it without 
persuasion or guidance. In your club 
you can spot these people right away. 
They will be officers or race chairman 
or in some other such role. Such people 
are often very resourceful and very 
clever. Perhaps you “drafted” one such 
individual to be race chairman over his 
protests and seeming reluctance. Then 
you became surprised at the enthusiasm 
with which he jumped into his new task. 
I won’t ask your reaction when, after a 
few friendly beers with your “‘drafted”’ 
workhorse, you suddenly realized that 
you had volunteered to man a check, 
help sort entries, paint two banners, 
build an outhouse and do the scoring. 
The people who can do this sort of 
thing are organizers, whether they work 
in a club, in politics or in labor unions. 

People who are natural organizers 


generally have more than a passing 
interest in politics because they 
recognize politics as their natural 


medium of expression, but you might 
never hear a word about politics from 
them in the motorcycle environment. 
The natural organizer enjoys his 
relationship with all the club members 
and doesn’t want to antagonize anyone 
who holds a different view. However, it 
wòuldn’t take much more than a word 
or two from a couple of club members 
to “turn him loose” so to speak. He 
thrives on organizational projects, and 
politics offer some of the most 
interesting species. 

Motorcycling needs some friends in 
Sacramento and Washington. The 
natural organizer can get these friends 
for us. It’s to our advantage to spot 
these people and let them know that 
they won’t be ostracized from their 
motorcycling society if they venture 
into politics, no matter what persuasion 
they happen to hold. 

Let’s take an example. Ron Sloan, 
past president of District 37, was 
involved to some extent in the support 
of President Nixon. Ron Sloan has 
presumably earned some points with 
him for motorcyclists and to this extent 
Ron Sloan has done me a favor. More in 
fact; he has done something for me that 
I could not and would not do for 
myself. For this I can regard Ron Sloan 
as~a friend. This is a subtle sort of 
distinction and it becomes quite easy to 


lose yourself (and your principles) if 
you get too carried away with Aquinian 
hair-splitting. But it does have the 
advantage of allowing you to live in 
some sort of harmony with your fellow 
club members who hold different views. 

Let’s suppose for a few moments 
that you are an organizer of some sort 
and that you are considering doing 
something in politics. What’s your first 
step? Surprisingly, the first step is not 
to do anything. Above all, don’t start 
talking about it. You’ll need 
information and lots of it. You'll want 
to find out when the next elections will 
be held, who is going to run and 
something about each of the candidates. 
After a bit of research you should have 
some idea which candidates you might 
be able to honestly support and which 
ones you could not support under any 
conditions, 

It may be that in the next election 
there are no candidates that you can 
support, or possibly there is only one, 
In this case your job is simpler. But let’s 
suppose that there are several 
possibilities. Let’s suppose that there is 
a candidate for mayor, for assembly and 
for state senate that you feel you could 
support. Look at each of them in tum 
and ask yourself some questions. First, 
does he stand a good chance of 
winning? Secondly, is there a possibility 
that you can do him enough good that 
he will remember you? Thirdly, 
assuming that he will take a position on 
motorcycles that’s favorable, is he in 
any position to do anything 
constructive? The~mayor of a small 
town might be very enthusiastic, but 
there might be nothing important that 
he could do either for or against you. 
Fourth, assuming that most of your 
organizational efforts will be among 
members of your motorcycle club, or 
motorcycling friends, is this a candidate 
that you can sell? For instance, if 
several of your friends live in the path 
of a proposed freeway and your 
candidate is strongly backing the 
freeway, you’re going to have quite a bit 
of trouble getting support for him, 
regardless of his attitude toward bikes. 

These questions should narrow the 
field quite a bit. When you’re down to 
only one or two possibilities, take 
another really thorough look at them. 
When I was quite young I got involved 
in the contest for the mayorship of our 
town. The man I was helping was the 
friend of a friend, very idealistic and 
personable. Many of the young people 
in town were backing him. He was an 
independent running against two party 
machine politicians and everyone said 
he had no chance. We kids got out and 
really went to work and he was elected. 
It was a pretty thrilling experience. The 
guy turned out to be the worst mayor 
the town ever had. He wasn’t corrupt, 
just inept. Everything he touched 
turned to garbage. That experience is a 
lot worse than losing. 

Once you have selected the 
candidate, you should arrange to meet 
him and discuss the problems of 
motorcyclists in his area. Since he’s not 
likely to have much knowledge to start 
with, it’s a good idea to prepare a 
written briefing for him containing 
background material, an explanation of 
problems that you think he might be 
able to help with, and an example of the 
kind of statement that you would like 
from him, Make it clear that it’s only an 
example and that you would appreciate 
any ideas that he can add. 

From that point on, you’re on your 
own. You're going to have to figure out 
some way that you and your friends can 
help the candidate get elected. You'll 
have to evaluate the talent that you 
have at your disposal to see what’s 
possible. From the candidate’s 
standpoint, the best thing you can do is 
raise money. Very few candidates ever 
have enough campaign funds. But be 
realistic: If your candidate is running a 
million dollar campaign, your $500 
contribution will hardly be noticed, 
even if you had to sweat blood to raise 
it. On the other hand, if he’s running for 
office in a small assembly district and 
has a war chest of $2,000, a $500 
contribution would make you.a member 
of the family. 

What has been described so far is a 
general .and non-offensive approach to 
special interest politics. It works.

SPECTATING AS A BLOOD SPORT park. Granted Saddleback isn’t an easy 


Motorcycling is what might be called 
a participation sport, even Trans-AMA 
International Motocrosses. People who 
go to Trans-AMAs go for a vicarious 
pleasure which they gain by seeing 
people do what they do. 

Many times a year thousands of 
people pay up to one hundred dollars to 
see prize fighters battle it out in a ring. 
You could more than likely count the 
number of people who identified with 
the fighting on your hands. Why they 
do go may have endless psychological 
ramifications, but the reasons it might 
be preferable to a six-dollars motocross 
aren’t too hard to elucidate. 

Take for instance the Trans-AMA at 
Saddleback last week. I’m convinced 
that everyone present at Saddleback had 
to be a biker or taken there under 
serious duress from a biker. Why else 
would anyone want to go? It’s not the 
fault of the racing. Motocross would 
seem to be much more exciting than 
watching wy guys dauco around in a 
ring occasionally taking a punch at each 
other. To the uninitiated it must be 
incredible to see bike and man do the 
things that they do. 

So, why would I have stayed home if 
Id had the choice? Mostly because I 
have no particular desire to subject 
myself to physical torture to see a 
motorcycle race. That’s why five or six 
thousand people will go to Ascot for a 
weekly, non-National motorcycle race 
and no more than that will show for the 
last of International Trans-AMA races 
for 1972. 

Go to Ascot and you'll get a place to 
park, restrooms, available food, and a 
seat from which you can sée the better 
part of the race track. You'll get the 
same thing at most AMA road races. 

If you tried the motocross at 
Saddleback you may have found those 
things a little lacking. You would have 
found an absurd traffic situation, a 
place where parking just wasn’t feasible, 
a couple of snack bars out of hot dogs 
and loaded with warm Coke, an 
outhouse, with a urinal which was filled 
up to the brim, and lots of nice dirt, but 
you probably just barely see a rider out 
there. 

I really can’t imagine my father, let 
alone my mother, putting up with the 
conditions out there in order to pay six 
dollars. My dad goes pretty ticked off in 
traffic jams. So do I. The traffic jam at 
Saddleback started at seven in. the 
morning and was still going strong at 
eleven. I didn’t see any traffic 
patrolmen anywhere except inside the

At least one group of motorcyclists 
has already had a big part in electing a 
State senator (Alan Gregorio from San 
Mateo county). The major objection to 
this approach is that it takes a lot of 
work and results are not visible at once, 
Convincing people that it’s worthwhile 
is often difficult. Paradoxically, it’s 
often easier to rally people to work fo. 
the defeat of a poor incumbent than the 
election of a potentially good legislator! 
(This in fact is what happened in the 
case of Gregorio. The only way 
motorcyclists in San Mateo could get rid 
of the incumbent was to elect 
Gregorio.) The reason for this is that the 
poor incumbent has a record while the 
hopeful candidate only has promises 
and good intentions! 

Special interest politics can be so 
effective that it’s frightening. Once a 
group discovers just how effective they 
can be, it can move very quickly from 
the inoffensive, participative 
democracy, general-sense, special 
interest politics, to the very offensive, 
immoral and often illegal variety which 
is now the most common connotation 
of the term. There is a very thin line 
between helping someone so that he will 
pay special attention to your interests 
and buying his vote on critical issues. 
Oil companies and other big business 
interests are masters of this kind of 
offensive politics, but smaller 
organizations and interest groups can 
also abuse this very effective tool. Two 
such examples are the Sierra Club and 
the National Rifle Association, The 
motorcycle industry and sport are 


place to park cars with all its hills, but it 
could have been much better. The dirt 
surface actually had cars being pushed 
and lifted out. 

A little traffic control might have 
prohibited the complete jam from 
ensuing afterwards. Most of the cars had 
managed to park each other in. I wrote 
the major portion of this editorial in the 
two and a half hours it took me to get 
from the top of the hill to the pits. 
Things finally began to clear out about 
three hours after the last race was over. 
Some may have found it cause for 
jubilation over the attendance, but it 
just wasn’t so. I have never seen so few 
people cause such a large mess. A race 
the caliber of a Trans-AMA just has to 
have better traffic and parking 
provisions. 

It just isn’t good business to run out 
of hot dogs. You can’t sell what you 
don’t have. 

The restrooms were just amazing. I 
sat on the hill beneath the press facility 
and counted outhouses. From where I 
sat I could see six. | know there were a 
few more, but even twenty outhouses 
does not a relieved audience make. One 
might expect a reasonable restroom 
with real toilets amd such, but you at 
least. expect an outhouse. Eventually I 
had to try one of the outhouses there 
and after waiting in line for fifteen 
minutes I was confronted by a shed, for 
the better part submerged — and not in 
lemonade. How nice! 

The one attendant blessing of 
Saddleback Park is that it is almost 
impossible to not see some part of the 
race. If you had on your cleats, you 
could perch on the side of a hill and get 
a pretty unobstructed view of what was 
going on below. Of course you couldn't 
tell for sure if it was 26 or 28, but still, 
there they were. And at the beginning I 
wondered why people had binoculars! 

The best solution at the end of the 
day was to crash the party on top of the 
hill, There you could stand about 
exchanging B.S. with motorcycling’s 
elite and watch the peons attempt 
escape. There was lots of ice (rare 
elsewhere), Cutty Sark, Tequila and 
inebriated journalists. 

Seemingly unaffected, the sun did 
set, and the last of the Trans-AMA 
passed away. Lots of people came out 
to make donations to “Cycle World”. 
Lots of racers came too and gave a good 
show. I hope they compensated for the 
rest of the shabby proceedings. | think 
it’s sad how motorcycling uses 
motorcyclists. 
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currently too disorganized to be much 
of a threat, but the potential power 
(and money) is there. Anyone who 
decides to engage in organization for 
political purposes should, before he 
starts anything, make sure he 
understands and is able to explain the 
limits beyond which the group must not 
go. 

Getting someone elected is not a 
short term project. To the casual 
observer it seems that campaigns begin a 
couple of months before the election, 
but this is not the case at all. Even 
campaigns for very minor offices usually 
have a gestation period of at least a year 
and you can rest assured that plans are 
being laid this minute for the next 
presidential election. If you or some of 
your friends want to do something like 
this, the time to start is now, Do the 
research while the scene is quiet and 
you can study and evaluate leisurely. 
Then when the campaigns start to take 
shape you'll know who you're going to 
support and why. You'll have a positive 
and well formed plan to take to the 
people you are going to ask to help. 

These are some of the ideas that I 
felt should have been the basis of the 
AMA’s Political Frontiers program. And 
weren't, for the most part. Obviously 
I’ve only skimmed the surface. Beneath 
is the whole nitty-gritty world of 
advertising, fund raising, candidate 
presentation, speech preparation, 
precinct organization and much more. If 
I get any response indicating that people 
are interested in doing this sort of work, 
we'll dig a little deeper.

BRIGGS QUITS 

Four times world speedway 
champion, Barry Briggs, has decided to 
quite British League racing. Briggs made 
this shock announcement on London’s 
ITV ‘World of Sport’ television 
programme two weeks ago. 

The maestro, still one of the world’s 
select speedway super-stars, said he had 
made the decision some time ago but 
delayed making his intention public 
until the end of the season, 

Briggs suffered a severe hand injury 
which resulted in the loss of the index 
finger on his left hand at Wembley in 
September while making a bold bid to 
gain the world crown for the fifth time. 
This has kept him out of racing ever 
since, although he did return to the 
track twice for practice spins just 
before the British League season wound 
up. 

The trials proved he had not lost any 
of his touch and helped him to make 
another important decision: That he 
will keep riding...but only in big ‘open’ 
meetings, on the Continent, in the 
United States and at home in native 
New Zealand. 

To quote the man himself: “I am 
confident that my decision to quit 
British League racing won’t mean the 
end of my career in Britain. I will be 
available for certain open meetings 
(with provisos and should the respective 
promoters want to book me in) and 
haven’t given up hope of competing in 
the next world championship, I shall 
also be riding on the Continent and 
probably in the United States.” 

With Briggs’ virtual departure from 
the world scene, there remains now only 
two super-stars to carry om: present 
world champ, Ivan Mauger, and his 
deposed pupil, Ole Olsen. Will they be 
challenged next year? And by whom? 
Only time will tell...but methinks 
they’re set to reign supreme for some 


years yet. 

AUSTRALIAN PIONEER DIES

Arthur, passed away in Sydney, 


Australia recently , of a heart attack. 
Arthur was the present-day promoter

AUSTRALIAN TEST SERIES LEVEL 

In Australia, the speedway season is 
nearing its peak with intense interst now 
being generated in the solo section as 
the test series against Great Britan 
progresses. 

The seven man British team began its 
tour in Perth last month and has moved 
through Adelaide, Warrnambool 
(Victoria), Canberra (the Capital of 
Australia) and Sydney. 

In Perth they had difficulty adjusting 
to the large half-mile track and were 
beaten 60-48 by Australia in the first 
test. 

Australian skipper,. Jim Airey, 
registered a full 18 point maximum. He 
was solidly. supported by South 
Australian star, John Boulger, who 
scored 14. Britain’s best was Exeter 
rider, Bob Kilby, who scored 13. 

The Lions then moved on to 
Adelaide for the South Australian 
Championship and the second test. In 
the first meeting Englishman, Chris 
Pusey, pushed local home track hero, 
John Boulger, to a run-off for the South 
Australian Championshp but lost out to 
Boulgar in the final reckoning. 

The following week, England clicked 
and hit form to down Australia 58-50 in 
the second test. 

This levelled the series and threw the 
whole encounter wide open. 

A sensation occurred in Adelaide 
during the second test when water was 
put on the race track at the interval. 
Chris Pusey attempted to'stop the driver 


ot the water truck by force and was 
himself laid out with a punch from the 
grader driver! The steward in control of 
the meeting promptly suspended Pusey 
for ‘conduct prejudicial to the sport’ 
which then caused a minor riot within 
the British ranks! 

Lions’ skipper, Nigel Boocock, pulled 
his entire team out of the match and a 
nasty confrontation occurred between 
Australian officials and the visiting 
riders. Half an hour later, Boocock 
agreed to reason and sent his men back 
in to fight — minus, of course, the 
suspended Pusey. Britain, with their 
backs up, then went on to win. 

JIM AIREY INJURED 
The Australian speedway star, Jim 


Airgy, who will be remembered for his 
dazzling performances in America at 
Costa Mesa and other venues in recent 
years, has sustained a fractured right 
arm in a fall from a minibike! Airey was 
teaching children to ride at his 
motorcycle shop in the Sydney suburb 
of Fairfield and was doing no more than 
10 mph when he fell awkwardly onto 
his arm. 

This is the first time he has ever been 
in plaster and, indeed, the injury is the 
most serious he has ever suffered. The 
ironic twist of fate came at precisely the 
wrong time too: just when he was 
needed for the tests against Great 
Britain.

LONG BEACH, CAE., Dec. 11, 1972 — 
In a luncheon press conference today, 
officers of the American Motorcycle 
Association revealed their plans and 
programs’ for the 1973 calendar year in 
both competition and non-competition. 

The thrust of new AMA programs 
and funds seems to be toward achieving 
a better political position for 
motorcyclists on national and state level 
and attacking the land use problem. Key 
to achieving these goals is the 
establishment of AMA field managers in 
addition to the Western, Central and 
Eastern Regional Managers created last 
year. The field people will serve as a link 
between the local member and AMA 
headquarters. The program is being 
headed by AMA legislation chief, Gene 
Wirwhan, a seemingly very competent 
attorney. 

In the competition scene, the World 
Championship points-paying United 
States Grand Prix at Carlsbad was 
confirmed and it was also announced 
that the Ontario National road race, 
previously scheduled for May of 1973 is 
to count, under FIM sanction, toward 
the World Formula 750 Championship 
for 1973. The problem of Ontario 
closing was left in abeyance. The AMA 
is also beginning an association with the 
American Motorcycle Drag Racing Assn. 
to sanction and sponsor motorcycle 
drag meets with seven on tap for next 
year, leading to a national AMA drags 
champion, 

Competition Director Don Woods 
did not reveal the appointees to the U.S. 
Trophy and Vase Teams for the 1973 
Six -Days Trial pending furthér 
discussions with manufacturers who

might be willing to invest motorcycles 
and money in the Trial. To most of the 
press’ general approval, Al Eames, 
famed Berkshire layout master, has been 
employed full-time by the AMA as 
Director of the 48th International Six 
Days Trail, with primary responsibility 
for the first U.S. Trial to be held in 
Massachusetts next fall. 

The AMA insurance program for 
1973 is still a mixed bag with 
improvements in death benefits (which 
might be small consolation to the 
insured) for both pro and sportsmen 
racers and an attractive road riding 
liability package. Amateur medical 
coveragé is $100 deductible up to 
$10,000, paying 75% of the medical 
costs with the option for the promoting 
club to pick up the insurance costs 
between $100 and $1000. Af the club 
does not buy the complementary 
insurance for its event, the racer is not 
covered for the first thousand if he gets 
hurt. AMA membership for 1973 was 
raised from $7 to $12 per year to cover 
increased programs and administrative 
costs,

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Bill Cook Dominates Mud

EUGENE, ORE., Dec. 3, 1972 — Bill 
Cook, who says he is getting too old for 
this sort of thing, nevertheless struck a 
blow for the over-30 jet set and was 
easily the outstanding rider as Eugene 
Motocross kicked off the Rainier Winter 
Championship Series Sunday at its track 
near Goshen. 

Cook whipped his Maico around the 
motocross circuit in six motos winning 
all but the last one and took first place 
over-all in both the 250 and Open 
classes. The track had just recently been 
covered with many truckloads of 
sawdust to control the mud and it 
worked super, even though it rained 
hard the day and night before. The 
bikes didn’t pack with mud and the 
traction was good. Even the minibikes 
could get around the entire course. 

Cook, who spent much time last 
summer on the Inter-AMA circuit and 
this. fall on the Trans-AMA circuit 
pocketed $50 for each of his triumphs 
and scored 150 points in each class 
toward the series point titles, which will 
be worth $100 each to the winners. 

Cook’s chief competition came from 
Ron Fujii, a 17-year-old high school 
senior from Troutdale, Oregon. Fujii 
(Mai) took the lead for two laps in the 
second 250 moto, with Cook leading all 
the way in both the first and third 
motos. Fujii led more than half of the 
second moto in the Open class 
competition, before Cook took charge 
and won, just as he had taken over from 
Chuck Sun of Sherwood in the first 
Open moto. 

But Fujii was not to be denied in the 
final professional race of the day. He let 
Sun, who got a good start on his 
Montesa, lead for the first two laps, 


then powered by him and held on to 


lead for the first two laps, then powered 
by him and held on to take the final 
Open moto. It was the first defeat at 
Eugene Motocross for Cook who had 
won 11 straight motos in two race 
meetings. 

“T’m...uh...gettin’ a 
years,” kidded Cook. “I’m 30 years 
old,” he laughed, “which is...oh, as a 
rule, a little old for motocross. Most of 
the guys motocrossin’ are kids like Ron 
(Fujii) and Alex (Mauck). Anywhere 
from 16 to 22 years old are your most 
competitive riders.’ 

“I’m getting’ to the age where I like 
to feel secure on my motorcycle,” he 
concluded with a twinkle in his eye. 

$125 was paid out in both the 250 
and Open Expert classes, and while 
Cook took home most of the pie, there 
were a few crumbs left for Fujii, Mauck 
and Rick Burgett, as well as for two 
local Experts, Keith Nerse and Chas.

Competitiveness, tenacity, 
persistence...call it what you will, it is 
the one quality that a rider needs if he is 
ever to make it big...or even make it at 
all. Jeff March has that quality plus the 
skill and desire that is needed to pursue 
racing as a full time occupation. 
However, there is one small problem 
facing Jeff for next season: a ride. 

Motion Enterprises (Steve and John 
O'Neill) of Elm, New Jetsey, have 
backed Jeff through the last four 
seasons on Yamaha road racers, but 
increasing business commitments and 
the time involved in running and 
maintaining a business will preclude 
their sponsorship next season. 

To some riders this would signal an 
end to their competition, or at least 
severely restrict it, but Jeff doesn’t 
figure that the 70,000 miles he traveled 
this season are that easily put off. 

“I’ve established a small business five 
year plan for myself in professional 
racing. Racing (road racing) is like any 
other business; a paying proposition. If I 
can’t make it to where I plan to be in 
the next few years then I'd probably get 
out,” 

The prospect of finding the right 
sponsor for the coming season is a major 
undertaking that is made even harder by 
the fact that Jeff is a rookie Expert, and 
is practically unknown on the west 
coast where most of the action is. 

“The chance of an east coast rider 
getting a really good ride (like Gary 
Fisher) without really being known is 
just non-existent. When I think of the 
riders out of the east coast that have 
made it you can count them on one 
hand.” 

Jeff runs the entire National circuit 
because, as he puts it, “If I want to be a 
professional then I have to race 


professionals...if you're going to pay to 
go to a race then you may as well go

On Limiting the Black Plate Races 

One of the proposed changes running 
through the minds of the officials of the 
newly organized District 36 is one of 
limiting the number of races that count 
towards the District’s top twenty black 
plate riders. The system is similar to the 
National with the top twenty Experts 
claiming special plates to wear for the 
following season. The Experts compete 
on all 11 month basis collecting points 
with respect to the number trophies 
given in the main event of each Expert 
race. If seven trophies are given, then 
seven points are counted towards the 
high point. 

In the five years since its inception, 
the black plate race has been a sort of 
wide open affair with as many. races 
counting as the rider could handle. 
Thus, a man can seemingly race three or 
even four times a week and collect 
many points. While this may seem like a 
runaway for those that can compete all 
the time, it certainly builds a caliber of 
racers that go into the professional game 
with a headstart. 

The first number one black plate 
holder was Jim Rice and that same year, 
the number three was held by Mark 
Brelsford. These two riders have 
exemplified themselves in the business 
of professional racing and one of the 
reasons that they were as good as they 
were was that they raced a longer, 
harder season then anybody else. Of 
course, they were naturally good, but 
the racing, travel, different tracks, and 
work to get the machines ready,

where the competition is.” 

Charlotte was the only non-National 
that Jeff ran and it proved to be a wise 
choice. He won. “You get so hopped up 
about winning a race for so many years 
that when you do win it’s sort of an 
anti-climax.” 

He didn’t win at Indy and that too 
sticks with him. A sure win turned into 
disaster when Jeff crashed with half a 
lap to go. The only competition, 
Howard Lyngaard, had crashed a half 
lap previous but without a leader-board 
to advise him, Jeff kept up his fast pace 
and ended up in eleventh. “I don’t think 
I would have done anything different if 
Howard (Lyngaard) would have been 
behind me. I didn’t have a crew to tell 
me he had crashed but I wasn’t going to 
be second, NOT that race. I was pretty 
disappointed when I crashed but, I feel I 
ran a good race.” 

Ontario and Loudon provided a pair 
of thirds in the Junior races, plus a sixth 
at Daytona after a blown engine in the 
last quarter mile stopped his third place 
bid. 

Although Jeff’s best placings this 
year have come in Junior competition, 
his first love is the 250 Combined. “The 
25® class gives everyone a chance to run 
on equal machinery. It’s a one to one 
race where the best riders 
(Carruthers-F isher-Roberts-DuHamel) 
are all entered and my machinery has 
been competitive when I’ve finished.” 

The key to success in any form of 
racing is mastery of the bike and on 
intimate knowledge of how it works and 
what to do to make it work and handle 
the way you want it to. “I do all the 
chassis work plus anything other than 
the actual building of the motor. I 
believe that a person who is going to 
ride a bike and doesn’t have anything to 
do with it himself can’t possibly get the 
most out of it, like (Kel) Carruthers can. 
He knows he doesn’t have to worry. It’s 
an absolute waste to me if I can’t ride 





combined to make it easier for them 
when it came time to compete in the big 
boys’ game. 

Since that first year, 1967, the same 
has held true with more recent 


graduates to professional racing being 
the likes of Al Kenyon, Dave Hansen, 
Rick Hocking, and John Gennai. The 
best of the Amateur types include Jim 
Foley, Ray Huff, Bill Landsborough, 
Mike VanLienden, and many others 
who are the mainstay of motorcycle 
racing. 

The issue of whether or not to limit 
the races boils down to whether it 
would limit- the racing and perhaps 
curtail its. growth, or make it a more 
pure end of the sport. 

By limiting the events to one or two 
a week, the guys that were specifically 
after a black plate could rely on setting 
themselves up for just that specific 
event. The guys that didn’t want to 
compete with heroes could seemingly go 
somewhere else and run. That is, if 
another race was scheduled. It’s entirely 
possible that when a black plate race is 
scheduled, the other club may just want

every race,” 

Probably the best way to get to 
know Jeff is just plain bench, racing 
about last season, his ideas on racing

“I race to win, not for second, 
However, sometimes you come up with 
the problem of being a little too 
aggressive at the wrong time, because 
there are times when you just can’t go 
fast where other people go fast.

That’s not consistency. There’s a fine

its own local hero who 


District has 
usually blows all the other troops in the 
weeds. While the limiting device would 
give the heroes a chance to bedevil the 
local heroes, the local might just decide 
to scram to another track rather than 


get embarrassed by all the heroes 
coming into town. While this is only an 
example, it might happen. 

One of the reasons that the idea was 
brought up is that the season was too 
long and getting much too expensive. 
This is quite true for almost any sport 
you get into. Also, the point system was 
swayed toward the 250 class because of 
its unusally large size. This is easily 
handled with a set point spread for each 
Expert event, of _10-7-5-4-3-2-1. This 
would certainly satisfy those beleagured 
individuals who seem to think they 
aren’t getting a fair share of the points. 

But to limit the racing would 
definitely show signs of killing the idea 


line between what I do and that. You 
have to make the bike go as fast as it 
can and last, 

“I’m in road racing because it 
presents more of a mental problem than 
the physical ones in dirt track or 
motocross, Road racing is the ultimate 
combination of a good running and 
handling bike being put through its 
thing and coming out a winner. I have 
the confidence that I can make it; I just 
have to find a sponsor with the same 
feeling. 

“I don’t plan to become divorced 
from the bikes. I want. to be. a 
functional part of the building and the 
ideas that go into building racers. 

“If f can’t locate a sponsor 
somewhere before Daytona then I'll be 
there with my leathers and hope the 
opportunity arises where I can put my 
skills to work.” 

It’s not such a long time from now 
until Daytona, but you can bet the time 
will pass slowly for Jeff March until he 
finds the elusive ride that he deserves. 





of having the best being able to show 
just why he is the best. Looking at the 
system from the 1972 season shows 
some of the interesting facts that I

First of all, the number one plate 
now belongs to Jeff Davidson of 
Hughson, just South of Modesto, 
Another kid from that area was Kenny 
Roberts. At any rate, one of the reasons 
that Jeff made the plate was because of 
all the races he went to. He didn’t win 
all that many events, but he was always 
around when the brass was to be handed 
out. The man who most likely won the 
most events was probably the number 
two man, Alex Jorgensen. Alex started 
late in the season and made a terrific try 
for the number one, but fell just a little 
short. The battle created much hard 
feelings around the district that 
shouldn’t have had to happen, but those 
two young men are definitely going to 
be great pro prospects. Without a doubt, 
Jorgensen, with the right handling, can 
expect to be a top flight Expert pro in 
just a very short time. I rank him with 
Brelsford, Rice and Mann — talent all 
over the place. The reason that he has 
become so proficient is that he rode a 
tremendously hard season and did well. 
If the limit system were to be put out, it 
might not have had a lot to do with the 
overall outcome, or it might have made 
a big change. The point is that the more 
the rider has to try, the better he will be 
in the long run.
